FIRST BLOOD FOR CASS COUNTY. 


Co l. William*, the Invettigato r, Has a 
Great Head o n Him Fo r 
Guessing. 


Co l. VV. W. Williams, the man ap- 
r>o iuted to ascertain the facts in re­ 
gard to the Cass Cro w Wing co unty 
annexatio n, has repo rted to the co m 
missio n, and, aa was expected, his re- 
po rt is favo rable to Casa co unty . The 
Co l. was no t engaged fo r any great 
length o f I'QiH in lo o king the facts (f) 
up, but was gu ided by statements and 
a go o d deal o f guess-wo rk, as his re­ 
po rt will sho w, wbicn is as fo llo w*.: 
He say s in the repo rt that hia wo rk 
was hindered o wing to the absence o f 
reco rds sho wing the bo undaries o f the 
electio n districts in 'he interested 
territo ry in Cass co unty . 
He finds, 
ho wever, that two o f the districts. 
Gull River aud Pillager, are who lly 
within the territo ry in dispute. 
At 
the last geueral electio n, there were 
BI vo tes registered in Gall River, aud 
45 in Pillager, but in Gull River o nly 
52 vo tes ware cast. 
Co ntinuing, the 
rejio rt say s: 
“Inasmuch as the dis­ 
trict is a small o ne, it is fair to pre­ 
sume that nearly the to tal legal vo te 
was 
cast. 
This 
presumptio n 
is 
strengthened by the fact that the 
census returns fo r that district sho w 
o nly 65 legal vo ters in said district o n 
the 1st o f June, 1895. 
Other evidence 
led me to the co nclusio n that the dis­ 
trict sho uld uo t be credited with mo re 
than 60 legal vo ters.” 
In the Pillager district the registra 
tio n sho wed 45 vo ters, aud 39 vo tes 
were cast o n electio n day . 
Co l. Wil­ 
liams assumes fro m these facts that 
there are 40 legid vo tes in the Pillager 
district. 
He attaches to the re|>o rt an 
affidavit fro m J. 8. Co ro , o ne o f the 
judges o f the last electio n, to the 
effect that o f the to tal registratio n in 
the Hackinsack precinct, 
25 were 
reridents o f to wnships in the disputed 
territo ry . 
A seco nd affidavit is fro m 
G. A. Barclay , a ju dge o f electio n 
fro m the Barclay district, who say s 
that o f the vo tes cast in that preciuct, 
20 resided in the disputed territo ry . 
Po rtio ns o f the Backus and Ranso m 
districts also bo within this territo ry , 
but o wing to the distance Co l. Wil­ 
liams was no t able to ascertain the 
facts relating to them. 
‘ No po ll lists were o btainable,” the 
repo rt co ntinues, “and it wo uld h a ve 
required no t less than 40 day s to have 
made a canvass o f the territo ry in 
dispute in o rder to ascertain the num ­ 
ber o f legal vo ters residing therein. 
Even then the result wo uld have been 
unsatisfacto ry fo r the reaso u that 
many o f the vo ters are away at wo rk 
in distance lumber camps. 
As a co n­ 
clusio n o f fact, fro m the best evideuce 
o btainable, I estimate the number o f 
legal vo ters residing in said disputed 
territo ry at the time o f the last general 
electio n as fo llo ws: 
“Gull River district, 69; Pillager 
district, 40; 
Barclay district, 
IO; 
Hackinsack district, 15; 
all the dis­ 
tricts, 15; to tal, 140. 
“Under the law, therefo re, it wo uld 
require a petitio n signed by 77 legal 
vo ters anti residents o f said territo ry 
in o rder to secure the annexatio n o f 
the same to Cro w W ing co unty .” 
Mr. Williams arrived in Brainerd 
o n Thursday , aud o n Friday o f the 
fo llo wing week he left fo r St. Paul. 
During this time he was absent fro m 
Brainerd two o r three day s, making a 
trip u p the B. & N. M , lo o king o ver 
the new to wnsite and sto pping o ff at 
two o r three statio us, and the public 
can ju dge ho w tho ro ughly he in­ 
vestigated the m atter in co ntro versy , 
Mr. Mo wry , who has been clo sely co n­ 
nected with the Cass co unty peo ple, 
was with Mr. Williams, if is presumed 
to see that the latter gentlem an fo l­ 
lo wed the straight aud narro w path 
laid o ut fo r him. 
It was also agreed 
that the Cro w W ing co unty peo ple 
sho uld kno w when Mr. Williams was 
to start o ut, in o rder that a gentleman 
who had been engaged m ight acco m­ 
pany the party , bu t this agreem ent 
was also igno red. 
W hat the D ispatch wo uld like to 
kno w is this: 
If Mr. Williams did 
no t go o ver the territo ry affected and 
ascertain accurately the number o f 
peo ple, ho w can his repo rt to the co m­ 
missio n have any weight? 
By his 
o wn figures o nly IO mo re names were 
wauted to make the required number. 
The fact o f the m atter is, Mr. Wil­ 
liams do es no t kno w o r have any idea 
ho w many o f the vo ter* in the precincts 
abo ve cited actually live in the terri­ 
to ry affected. 
If, as he say s, it was 
im{K>s8ible fo r him to get at the facts, 
why didn’t he tell the co mmissio n so 
aud let them get a man who wo uld 
no t be afraid o f getting lo st if he go t 
o ut o f sight o f the railro ad track to 
attend to the matter. 
The end is 
no t y et.

He says in tho report that his work 
was hindered owing to the aboeooe of 
records showing the boundaries of the 
election districts in Mio interested 
territory in Cass county. Ho finds, 
however, that two of tho districts, 
Gall River sod Pillager, are wholly 
within tho territory in dispute. At 
the last general alert ion, there were 
91 votes registered in Gull River, aud 
45 in Pillager, bat in Gull River only 
52 votes ware cast. 
Continuing, the 
report says: 
“Inasmuch as the dis­ 
trict is a small one, it is fair to pre- 
sums that nearly the total legal vote 
was east. 
This presumption 
is 
strengthened by the fact that the 
census returns for that district abow 
only 65 legal voters in said district on 
the 1st of June, 1895. Otherevidence 
led me to the conclusion that the dis 
triot should not be credited with more 
than 60 legal voters.” 
la the Pillager district the registry 
tion showed 45 voters, and 39 votes 
were oast on election day. Col. Wil 
llama assumes from these facts that 
there are 40 legal votes in the Pillager 
district. He attaches to the report an 
affidavit from J. 8. Caro, one of the 
judges of the last election, to the 
effect that of the total registration in 
the Hsckiosack precinct, 25 were 
residents of townships in the disputed 
territory. 
A second affidavit is from 
G. A. Barclay, a judge of election 
from the Barclay district, who says 
that of the votes cast in that precinct, 
20 resided in the disputed territory. 
Portions of the Backus and Ransom 
districts also lie within this territory, 
but owing to the distance Col. Wil 
tams was not able to ascertain the 
acts relating to them. 
* No poll hats were obtainable,” the 
report continues, “and it would have 
required not leas than 40 «iays to have 
made a canvass of the territory in 
dispute in order to ascertain the nam 
ber of legal voters residing therein 
Even then the result would have been 
uusatiafactory for tho reason that 
many of the voters are away at work 
in distance lumber camps. As a con­ 
clusion of fact, from the best svidenoe 
obtainable, I estimate the number of 
legal voters residing in said disputed 
territory st the time of the last general 
election as follows: 
“Gull River district, 69; Pillager 
district, 40; Barclay district, 
IO; 
Hackinsack district, 15; all the dis­ 
tricts, 15; total, 140. 
“Under the law, therefore, it would 
require a petition signed by 77 legal 
voters and residents of said territory 
in order to secure the annexation of 
the same to Crow Wing county.” 
Mr. Williams arrived in Brainerd 
on Thursday, aud on Friday of the 
following week he left for St. Paul. 
During this time he was absent from 
Brainerd two or three days, making a 
trip up the B. A N. M, looking over 
the new townsite sod stopping off at 
two or three alations, and the public 
eau judge how thoroughly he in­ 
vestigated the matter in controversy, 
Mr. Mowry, who-has bean closely con­ 
nected with the Cass oouoty people, 
was with Mr. Williams, it is presumed 
to see that the latter gentleman fol­ 
lowed the straight aud narrow path 
laid out for him. 
It was also agreed

not go over the territory aff eat ed and 
ascertain accurately the number o f 
people, how can his report to the oom 
mission have soy weight? 
By his 
own figures only IO more names were 
wanted to make the required number 
The fact of the matter is, Mr. Wil­ 
liams dots not know or have any idea 
how many of the voter* in the precincts 
above cited actually live in the tem 
tory affected. If, aa he Bays, it was 
impossible for him to get at the facts, 
why didn’t he tell the commission so 
aud let them get a man who woald 
not be afraid of getting lost if he got 
out of eight of the railroad track to 
attend to the matter.

ments to the contrary. 
In view of the tine work and rapid 
progress of the insurgent cavalry,Gen. 
Campos lias ordered the Spanish offi­ 
cials iu all the disturbed districts to 
seize all the horses they can lay their 
hands on, in order to prevent them 
from falling into the hands of the en­ 
emy. But It is believed that the Cu­ 
bans are already as well mounted and 
supplied with horses as they need be, 
and there are people who claim that 
this order might have been Issued 
with better advantage some months 
sooner.

The news that the insurgents are 
still on the borders of the province of 
Havana has increased the feeling of 
nervousness, which las prevailed here 
from the ti ms they entered the prov­ 
ince of Matanzas, aud fto explanations 
wihch the authorities can furnish ap­ 
pear able to dispel the popular impres­ 
sion that there is no real check of the 
insurgent adavnce, and that all the 
effort of the Spanish troops to drive 
them out of Matanzas have proved 
more than fruitless. 
As already cabled, every man who 
could be spared from the regular vol­ 
unteer tones has been sent to the 
front, but this does not seem to have 
changed the situstion,and the military 
authorities continue working night 
and day in their efforts to place Ha­ 
vana in the best possible position to 
resist a siege. But the sentiment of 
the population here, as already noted, 
is gradually undergoing a change in 
favor of the insurgents' cause, and no­ 
body would be astonished to find that 
it has taken a more decided form than 
(Missive sympathy. 
The police are 
carefully watching the quarters in­ 
habited by people supposed to be In 
sympathy with the insurgents; but 
this has not prevented numbers of 
young men from escaping from the 
city and making their way to the in­ 
surgent camps.

Baltimore, Jan. 7.—The berretta was 
conferred upon Cardinal Satolli yester 
day In the cathedral In the presence of 
representatives of Pope Leo and Cath­ 
olic dignitaries from all part of the 
country. 
The Initial step In the ceremonies ot 
the day took place In the palace of the 
cardinal, shortly after 9 o’clock In the 
morning, when Mgr. Sbarrettl present­ 
ed his credentials to Cardinal Gibbons. 
Tbs credentials, which came from the 
holy aes, authorizes Mgr. Sbarrettl to 
act as tbs ablegate of the pope, depu­ 
tise Cardinal Gibbons to, confer the 
berretta, and announce to JKgr. Satolli 
bls elevation to the caidiqwjMe. They 
were also accompanied by* the berret­ 
ta, which from that moment was In 
the custody of Cardinal Gibbons. 
Cardinal Gibbons, In receiving the 
documents and the berrotta.responded 
briefly, expressing bls high apprecia­ 
tion of the honor conferred upon bim, 
and congratulating Mgr. 8barrettt up­ 
on tho manner In which be had per­ 
formed his duties In this country. 
While this scene was In progress 
within the palace, the procession was 
forming In front of Calvert hall, a 
block away. At IO o'clock It was ready 
to start. First came the processional 
cross bearer with the crucifix raised 
high In the air, and flanked on either 
aide by a boy in cassock and surplice. 
Following him were a long line of stu­ 
dents form the various Catholic col­ 
lege, after which came seminarians 
from St. Mary's, then priests, then the 
Francescan monks in their garb of 
brown. Following these came the 
members of the faculty of the Catholic 
university In Washington, in long 
robes of blackened with many colored 
allks, their heads adorned with the 
ahovelboard hat of the scholar. After 
these came half a hundred bishops 
and a score or more,of archbishops,the 
purple and gold of 
T h eir R ich V estm en t* 
glistening In the cold, clear air, their 
Immense trains being held up by boys, 
also in rich and brilliant vestments. In 
this formation they marched through 
the cathedral to Charles street, and 
passed the palace of the cardinal, 
where they were joined by his emi­ 
nence, who took his place last in the 
line. Upon his head he wore the red 
berretta, an exact duplicate of the one 
which he was soon to confer upon the 
man who will, tor some time at least, 
share his honors in this country. Upon 
his shoulders hung the beautiful cloak 
of cardinal silk and ermine, with half 
dozen train bearers, clad In cardinal 
velvet and gilt braid, following lu his 
wake. In this order they swept along 
up Mulberry street to the cathedral 
again, where they filed Into the vener­ 
able old pile through the main en­ 
trance-way. Mgr. Satolli was not in 
the procession, but as the head of it 
reached the altar, he, accompanied by 
Mgr. Sbarrettl, Marquis Sacrapanti 
the member of the noble guard who 
brought the cardinalate Insignia bere, 
and the priests who had been depu 
tlsed to assist him in the coming cere 
mony, entered the cathedral from 
rear door leading fro mthe palace, and 
advanced to the front of the altar. The 
students and seminarians followed to 
the right and to the left as they passed 
In front of the high altar, finding seats 
on either side. The others in the pro­ 
cession advanced within the sancta 
ary and took the places reserved for 
them. 
As the procession wended Its 
way down the center aisle, the organ 
a full orchestra, and a chorus of fifty 
voices, rendered 
A T r lo n p h o l H oreb. 
When Cardinal Gibbons reached the 
altar he bowed low to Mgr. Satolli 
who returned the salutation, and each 
accompanied by Cis assistant priest 
and 
deacons of honor, sought the 
throne upon which be was to rest dur­ 
ing the greater part of the ceremony 
That of Cardinal Gibbons was on the 
Gospel, or left side of the altar; that 
of Satolli upon the Epistle, or right 
side. 
When the two persons most promi­ 
nent In the ceremonies of the day had 
taken their places. Marquis Sacripanti 
dad In the scarlet, gold and white uni­ 
form of the noble guard, wearing high 
top boots, and sword and helmet on, 
advanced from bis post near the cen­ 
ter of the sitar and deposited the car 
dinalitial documents and tbe berretta. 
Then he crossed the altar and stood in 
front of the throne occupied by Satolli, 
lifted bis helmet, and, falling back, 
took up a position to the right of Ka- 
tolU. On the same aide stood Eugene 
Kelly of New Y’ork, and on the oppo­ 
site side of Satolli’s throne stood Mr. 
Charles Astor Bristead, also of New 
York, chamberlains to the pope. Both 
were clad in the regulation evening 
dress. 
As soon as all the principal actors in 
the spectacle had assumed their posi­ 
tions, Dr. Rocker, of the University at 
Washington, advanced, and. in Latin, 
read tbe documents to Satolli and Gib­ 
bons from the pope. Tbe reading of 
the papal briefs having been finished. 
Mgr. Sbarrettl advanced to a point In 
front of Cardinal Gibbons’ throne aud 
delivered an address in Latin. 
C a r i l u l G ibbous Speaks. 
When Mgr. Sbarrettl had finished 
■peaking. Cardinal Gibbons responded 
briefly In Latin, aud then spoke in En­ 
glish. 
The vast audience became all at­ 
tention as It neared the most Interest­ 
ing point in the ceremony, that of act­ 
ually conferring the berretta. Cardinal 
Gibbons descended from his throne 
and advanced to the front of the altar. 
Behind him came his attendants, Fa­ 
ther Magi*ion bearing the berretta. Aa 
Cardinal Gibbons reached the altar 
and turned to face tbe audience, Sato!- 
ll arose, and, escorted by Sacripanti 
and Chamberlains Kelly and Bristead, 
walked with brisk step toward Car­ 
dinal Gibbons. Upon reaching the il­ 
lustrious prelate, he knelt and bowed 
Ute head. Cardinal Gltibons took the 
berretta 
from the silver salver on 
which It rested, and. slowly unfolding 
It, held it high up so that the audience 
could see it. Then stooping, and with 
what seemed to be a softly murmured 
g 
rayer, he placed It upon the head of 
lie new cardinal. 
Cardinal Satolli 
rime, and, for the first time in its his­ 
tory, there were two cardinals upon 
American sol). 
Advancing to t(ie front of the altar, 
Cardinal Satolli then delivered in Sd* 
press. 
Upon finishing his address, the new 
ly made cardinal, who, up to this time, 
bad worn the robes of an archbishop, 
retired to the inner sanctuary, and in 
a few minutes returned clad In the 
gorgeous apparel of a cardinal. He 
[was seen In these but a few moments, 
however, as be was almost immediate­ 
ly robed in the white and gold vest­ 
ments of tbe mass, which he was to 
Celebrate.

Washington, Jan. 9.—The Turkish 
to-day lost $2,163,000 In gold bara and 
$1,096,000 In gold coin, and received 
from the Mercantile National Bank of 
New York $500,000 in exchange for 
currency, making the net loss tor the 
day $2,759,000. This leaves the true 
amount of the reeerve at the dose of 
business $58,326,710. In financial cir­ 
cles here the fear ie expressed that to­ 
day’s heavy withdrawals are but the 
beginning of heavy exportations. 
It 
is recalled that during test January 
the withdrawals amounted to about 
$45,000,000, of which $30,000,000 were 
withdrawn within two weeks, and 
over $7,000,000 In one day. The fact 
that thirty days must elapse before 
the new bond issue can be closed and 
the contracts swarded seems to add 
to the anxiety heretofore felt, and In 
some quarters the opinion Is expressed 
that before the first of February ar­ 
rives the gold reserve will have been 
reduced considerably below any point 
It has reached heretofore.

BLBCTRICITl FOR TIIK SOIL. 


Important Ex periment* Going: For­ 
ward In American Farming. 
Th e agricultural experiment stations 
in th is country are now testing sev­ 
eral different systems of elcetrocul- 
ture. Tests are also being made with 
arc ligh ts to ligh t up fields at mid­ 
nigh t. At tin* government exi**rimeut 
station at Amh erst two plots of th e 
grounds are used by wh ich to com­ 
pare th e plants grown naturally with 
th ose treated by electricity. 
One of 
th e gardens is in a natural state and 
th e oth er is surrounded with a tim ber 
frame, upon wh ich are mounted |>orce- 
laln insulators. From each insulator is 
stretch ed a copper wire, wh ich runs 
over th e earth at a depth of aliout 
2 
Inch es. 
Th e wire is continuous all 
around th e garden, and leads into an 
adjacent building, containing tfte dy­ 
namo. 
Wh en th e dynamo is working 
a current of electricity is kept 
11<kh1- 
ing th rough th e soil by means of th e 
wires ram ifying in all directions un­ 
der th e surface. 
Th e electric garden lias been found 
to bear more h eavily th an th e natural 
one, wh ile all th e seeds sprouted ami 
plants blossomed earlier. Some plants 
came to m aturity earlier th an oth ers, 
h ut all were stimulated more or less 
by th e electric current. Electrical ma­ 
ch ines are too expensive, h owever, for 
a farmer. 
Moreover, tin* attendance 
of an export electrician is required to 
keep th e dyiutuio in running order. 
Th e new invention recently made In 
France is much ch eaper and apparent­ 
ly very effective. 
It is called th e geo­ 
magnet i fere, and makes use of th e 
electricity always present in th e a t­ 
mosph ere. 
It consists of an ordinary 
pole, some forty or fifty feet in h eigh t, 
surmounted by a eh evaux de frise of 
oop|H*r spikes, wh ieh act as a collector 
of th e electricity in tin* air. 
Th e col­ 
lector is insulated front tin* pole by a 
porcelain knob, ami connects with a 
copper wire (also insulated from th e 
pole), 
wh ich transm its tin* 
current 
to a network of wires laid under th e 
soli nt a depth of about 
6 feet, 'i liese ' 
wires are made of galvanized iron, 
and th eir cost is insignificant. 
By Hie 
use of th is apparatus th e production 
of a plot of ground lias been increased 
59 per cent. 
Th e grapes from vineyards in wh ich 
th e geoinaguetifere is used are Holier 
in sugar and alcoh ol th an ordinary 
grapes. Wh en stimulated In th is way 
flowers h ave a stronger perfume, be­ 
sides coming to m aturity in a sh orter 
time. 
Th e action of apparatus using j 
atmosph eric electricity is not so jtow- : 
erful as th at from a dynamo, but th e , 
effect on th e vegetation appears to 
Ik* 
more even. 
Experim ents with bat­ 
teries were not so successful, owing 
to th e difference in th e resistance of 
th e soil in various places. 
Wh en seeds are treated with tin* 
powerful current of a Huh mkorff 
coil 
th e yield is far greater th an ordinari­ 
ly. 
Fen*, beans and corn grow with 
astonish ing swiftness, and even date 
stones h ave been made to germinate, 
a most unusual tiling to Iiap|ieu itt a 
rows of plants in an electric garden is 
cold climate. Th e development of th e 
very even in ch aracter, except wh en 
batteries are used. 
In th is case th e 
crop varies in ch aracter, according as 
one particular section receives more or 
less of th e electric current. 
At th e Ith aca (N. Y.) experimental 
station plants h ave been subjected to 
tiie 
action of th e electric ligh t 
at 
nigh t. 
By tills means tin* growth of 
th e plant proceeds both by day and 
(ligh t. 
Artificial 
ligh t produces 
th e 
same effect on plants as does sunligh t, 
only in lesser degree. 
An amber- 
colored globe is placed over th e ligh t, 
because th e orange rays are more val­ 
uable to vegetation th an th e oth ers. 
Plants in a greenh ouse illuminated by 
sunligh t during tin* day and by an arc 
ligh t at nigh t, were found to mature 
much earlier th an in a greenh ouse 
ligh ted only by tiie sun. 
Th e nearer 
th e plants are to th e ligh t th e faster 
th eir growth . 
It was noticed th at th e arc ligh t h ad 
a curious attraction for some plants. 
Th ese would Ik* found each morning 
to lean toward it at an angle of forty- 
live degrees. 
During th e day th ey 
would straigh ten up. but at nigh t th ey 
would again bend toward th e ligh t. 
Th e 
continued ligh t of day 
and 
nigh t causes th e color of flowers to 
become deeper and rich er. 
In a few 
days, h owever, th ey lost th eir intensi­ 
ty of color, at th e same time blossom­ 
ing more profusely. 
In tin* case of 
violets it was found th at tin* continu­ 
ous ligh t m ad e th em bloom in th ree 
weeks, wh ile th ose only receiving sun­ 
ligh t did not bear a bud for five 
weeks. 
At 
the present day a 
successful 
farmer lias to be something of a chem­ 
ist, and it l<K» ks as if he would hav e to

dation for th e ice to lie upon of old 
slabs, timbers, or any th ing th at cauie 
h anily, and covered th is with tsjg h ay. 
After th e stack was completed.we put 
otie load of sawdust on top and cov- 
crcd tin* sides at our leisure, ami it 
was some th ree or four weeks before 
it was inclosed out of sigh t. Th e sides 
were covered by setting up some old 
tiuiliers, bracing th em to keep th em in 
place, and putting boards ou th e in­ 
side so as to leave a space of 19 or 12 
inch es, wh ieh we filled with saw d u st, 
packed down h ard. 
Wh en th is was 
done we put anoth er load of 
saw d u st 
on top. in th e tirst part of May 
w e put 
a roof made of 
1 wards ov er it. leaving

enough to work under in getting oat 
th e ice.

Before long h ouseh olders will take 
electricity regularly for domestic pur 
poses, just as th ey now take gas. But 
th e iTiore subtle fluid will !*«> made to 
serve for cooking and h **uting. as well 
as for ligh ting.

The agricultural experiment stations 
In this country are now testing sev­ 
eral different systems of electrocul­ 
ture. Tests are also being made with 
arc lights to light up fields s t mid­ 
night At the government experiment 
station at Amherst two plots of the 
grounds are used by which to com­ 
pare the plants grown naturally with 
those treated by electricity. 
One of 
the gardens Is In a natural state and 
the other Is surrounded with a timber 
frame, upon which are mounted porce­ 
lain Insulators. From each Insulator is 
stretched a copper wire, which runs 
over the earth at a depth of about 2 
Inches. 
The wire Is continuous all 
around the garden, and leads into an 
adjacent building, containing the dy­ 
namo. When the dynamo is working 
a current of electricity is kept flood­ 
ing through the soil by means of the 
wires ramifying in all directions un­ 
der the surface. 
The electric garden has been found 
to bear more heavily than the natural 
one, while all the seeds sprouted and 
plants blossomed earlier. Some plants 
came to maturity earlier than others, 
but all were stimulated more or less 
by the electric current.

Electric cookery is in Its Infancy. 
Yet te time is nearly approaching 
when the kitchens of all well man­ 
aged households will be run by the 
’mysterious fluid. Electricity will take 
the place of fuel In the range, the de­ 
partment of the cuisine will be lighted 
by the same agency And It Is entirely 
conceivable that a small electric mo­ 
tor will be made to serve for such pur­ 
poses as beating eggs and mixing 
griddle-cakes. 
Already electric cook stoves in a 
number of patterns are on the market. 
You can even buy an electric chafing 
dish, which may be attached, at a 
moment's notice, to an ordinary elec­ 
tric light w’ire in any house. These 
chafing dishes are made in cne-quurt 
and two-quart sizes, nickel-plated. Ail 
you have to do it to make the attach­ 
ment by a plug switch, turn on the 
current, and almost Immediately your 
oysters are beginning to stew or your 
eggs to frizzle. 
Before loug householders will take 
electricity regularly for domestic pur­ 
poses, just as they now take gas. But 
the lh orc subtle fluid will be made to 
serve for cooking and heating, as well 
as for lighting. The convenience of 
the housewife of taing able to rely 
upou one system of wires for fuel for 
cooking and for warming and Illum­ 
inating the dwelling will be enormous. 
She W’ill find it particularly delightful 
to ta rid of a hot kitchen in the sum­ 
mer time. 
In the electrically-conducted kitchen 
of the near future there will be no 
coal, no ashes and no smoke. The 
range will be ready for cooking at a 
moment's 
uotfce, aud 
no patience 
wasted in the laborious kindling of a 
flame.

copper spikes, which act as a collector 
of the electricity in the air. The col­ 
lector is Insulated from the pole by a

Alfalfa la Kl**. 
Alfalfa is king and will always 
hold a front place iii our annual crop- 
page. The crop never falls under l e ­ 
gation, and from three to four crops 
annually are taken, while one seeding 
will remain a life time. 
It costs a 
maximum price of only OO ceuts a ton 
to harvest alfalfa and put it in the 
stack when modern haying machinery 
is employed, and this reduces the ex­ 
pense of production to the minimum. 
The seed of the alfalfa plant is a spe­ 
cial branch of farming in this state, 
and the annual yield of seed is esti­ 
mated at 150 car loads. The Arkansas 
valley shifts DO car loads when there 
is a good year. Home of this seed is 
exported to Europe, and the market is 
never overstocked. Alfalfa has ninny 
points of advantage, aud the crop will 
always be a leading one. The great 
value of alfalfa besides taing one of 
the richest crops In the state is Its use 
as a fertilizer. Whenever It has been 
tried, the crops have lteen doubled, ll 
will do in Colorado what plowing un­ 
der clover has done for Eastern states. 
—Farm and Home. 


to establish a tide gauge aud a level 
and to keep a daily record of the tides. 
During the month of July, 1894. and 
last July. Maj. Qtiinu suspected that 
the delta was gradually subsiding, and 
during these two months tide gauges 
were placed in deep water. From the 
continuous record kept on these ob­ 
servations he was able to make com­ 
parisons. and thus discovered that 
since 1875, when the levels were made, 
the delta tad subsided exactly one 
foot. These gauges and tide levels 
w'erc placed in position In 1875 and 
verified in 1877. Between that date 
and 1890 the level went down one foot; 
but within the last five years the tides 
have been stationary or nearly so. The 
sinking of the bottom or rising of the 
gulf has been a gradual affair, and is 
siKtsmodic, as it wrere. Some years 
ttare would be no change, and. again, 
there was a very great change. Tile 
effect of this decline will be to pro­ 
long the deep water channel and drive 
the liar farther out to sea. The city of 
New Orleans is about sixteen feet 
stave the level of the gulf, and should 
the gradual sinking of the laud con­ 
tinue at its established rate of speed 
it would take about 200 years to com­ 
pletely wipe off the map that land 
which now supports the city.—New 
Orleans Picayune,

W hat Happen* W han 
Light la Barn tag. 
The electric aro licbt, with its in­ 
tense, steady brilliancy, ia 
now so 
familiar an object that few atop to 
think how 
wonderfu l a thing it 
really is. 
Here is light enou gh to 
illu mine many squ are y ards nearly 
as well aa day lig ht does, proceeding 
from the points of two little carbon 
rods aa large as one’s finger. 
What 
is the state of the carbon 
in that 
small spot? Professor 8. P. Thomp 
son, in a recent Cantor lectu re be­ 
fore the 8ociety of Arts in London, 
tells u s that it has actu ally melted 
there, something that wa9 u ntil re­ 
cently thou ght impossible. 
More­ 
over, he says that when the light 
hisses, tbe liqu id carbon is really 
boiling. 
The facts that lead him to 
these conclu sions are qu oted below 
from the report of his lectu re that 
appears in Indu stries and Iron: 
“ Captain Abney had fou nd the 
white su rface of the lu minou s crater 
to be always of an equ al degree of 
whiteness, which obviou sly means 
that it is always of an equ al degree 
of temperatu re. Tbe only thing that 
oou ld accou nt for there toing a fixed 
tem peratu re for the crater su rface 
was the faot th at carbon is at the 
su rface in a state of volatilization; 
that tbe carbon is evaporating off 
from tbe positive carbon into the 
aro or flame. 
At that su rface you 
necessarily m u st have the tem pera­ 
tu re at which carbon evaporates, 
ju st as you cannot have the su rface 
of ice u nder ordinary conditions 
either hotter or colder than the tem ­ 
peratu re which is takon as zero of 
the Centigrade scale. 
My present 
view of tbe physical state of the aro 
crater is that the solid carbon below 
is covered with a layer or film of 
liqu id carbon, ju st boiling or evap­ 
orating off. 
"W hen hissing takes place, a new 
state of things is set u p. 
If you 
watch a short, hissing arc, you will 
see a colu mn of light concentrating 
itself on a narrow spot, and the spot 
keeps moving abou t and is very u n­ 
stable in position as well as in tbe 
amou nt of light it gives ou t 
The 
contracted spot from wbioh light 
seems to start pits deeper into tbe 
carbon. 
Mrs. Ayrton made the ob­ 
servation that the crater su rface, 
after the aro has been hissing, is 
fou nd to be literally honeycombed. 
When the aro is hissiDg, you can see 
little bits eru pted ou t, and tbe hiss­ 
ing seems to be comparable to the 
hissing which takes plaoe in water 
ju st when it is beginning to boil. If 
you bavo some water being heated 
in su ch a way that there is not more 
than a certain qu antity of heat giv­ 
en off from the au rfaoe, you have 
the water evaporating qu ietly, bu t 
you cannot get more than a certain 
qu antity of beat given 
off per 
squ are inoh of top su rface of tbe 
water in th at qu iet way. 
If you foroe more than a cer­ 
tain qu antity of heat to pass off 
per top squ are Inch of the water, 
you find the water begins to break 
np internally, and you have bu bbles 
formed below the su rface; the su r­ 
face breaks u p, the bu bbles are 
thrown ou t, and you have a noisy 
phenomenon. 
I think you will find 
there is exactly the same kind of 
difference between tbe silent aro and 
the hissing arc as between qu iet 
evaporation 
and 
noisy 
boiling. 
There is a sort of decrepitation, u s 
the solid particles are being torn 
asu nder to make way for something 
ooming ou t, when the aro is hiss­ 
ing.”—Literary Digest 


Thmy Dropped It.

Few people, apparently, know any 
thing at all concerning the law of 
estrays, and a little information on 
that su bject may not Im* ou t of place, 
•aye the Elk River Star-New» . 
The 
law provides that any person taking 
u p an e» tray shall, within seven days 
thereafter, notify the owu er, if known 
to hitn, and requ eat anch owner to pay 
all reasonable charge» and take su ch 
estrav away. 
If the owner be nu 
known, the finder ahall, within teu 
day» after tak:u g np the same, tile a 
nonce thereof with the town clerk; 
and if the eat ray is of tbe valu e of 
leas than five dollars, he ahall a No 
poet np notices of taking u p su ch an 
eetray iu two or more pu blic places in 
au ch town; bu t if tbe eetray ia of the 
valu e of more thau five dollars the 
town clerk shall transmit to the cou n­ 
ty register a copy of the notice tiled 
by the taker u p is the town clerk’s 
office, to be by the cou nty register 
filed in a book kept by him for that 
pu rpose. 
Su ch notice ahall contain a 
brief description of the estray, and as 
near as may be, the time when it was 
takeu u p, au d its valu e. 
When the 
•» tray is of tbe valu e of ten dollars or 
more, the finder, within one mou th 
after taking u p the aame, shall pro­ 
cu re an appraisement thereof by a 
ju stice of the peace of his town, which 
appraisement shall lie certified to and 
tiled with the town clerk. 
If the j 
owner does not ap{>ear within a year 
and make ou t his right to the prop­ 
erty, ami if the estrav » hall not have 
been appraised at a greater valu e thau 
ten dollars, the finder shall have a 
perfect title to the same; bu t if the 
appraisal shall have been adju dged to 
be more than ten dollars, su ch estray 
shall be sold at the requ est of the 
tinder by any constable of the town, 
at pu blic au ctiou , by first giving 
notice thereof iu writing; and the 
fiu der may bid therefor at su ch sale; 
and after dedu cting all lawfnl charges i 
of the tinder, and the ex {tenses of the 
sale, the balance shall be de|>osited 
with the cou nty treasu rer, who shall 
issu e his receipt therefor; su ch receipt 
to constitu te a legal discharge of the 
finder of the estray from all liability 
therefor.

What 
Is the state of tho carbon In that 
•mall spot? Professor 8. P. Thomp­ 
son, in a reorat Cantor lecture be­ 
fore tbs Society of Arts in London, 
tells na that it baa.actually malted 
there, something that was until re­ 
cently thought impossible. Mare- 
over, be rays that when the light 
biases, the liquid carbon la really 
boiling. The facts that lead bim to 
these oonolnsiona are quoted balow 
from the report of hie lecture that 
appears In Industries and Iron: 
"Captain Abney bad found tho 
white surface of tho luminous crater 
to bo always of an equal degree of 
whiteness, which obviously means 
that it is always of an equal degree 
of temperature. The only thing that 
could account for there being a fixed 
temperature for tbs crater surface 
wee the foot that carbon la at tho 
surface in a state of volatilization; 
that tbs oar bon ta evaporating off 
from the positive oar bon into the 
ara or flame. At that surface you 
necessarily must have the tempera­ 
ture at which carbon evaporates, 
just as yon cannot have the surface 
of ioe under ordinary conditions 
either hotter or odder tban the tem­ 
perature wbioh is taken as aero of 
the Centigrade ecole. My 
view of the physical state of the arc 
crater is that tho solid carbon balow 
la covered with a layer or film of 
liquid carbon, just boiling or evap­ 
orating off. 
"When biasing takes plaoe, a new 
state of things is aet up. If yon 
watch a abort, biasing ara, you will 
see a column of light concentrating 
itself on a narrow spot, and the spot 
keeps moving about and is very un­ 
stable in position as well as in the 
amount of light it gives on! The 
contracted spot from wbioh light 
seems to start pita deeper into the 
carbon. Mrs. Ayrton made the ob­ 
servation that the crater surface, 
after the arc baa been biasing, is 
found to ha literally honeycombed. 
When the arc is hissing, yon can see 
little bite erupted out, and the bias­ 
ing seams to bo comparable to the 
biasing wbioh takes plaoe in water 
just when it is beginning to boil. If 
you have some water being heated 
in snob a way that there is not more 
than a certain quantity of heat giv­ 
en off from the surface, you have 
the water evaporating quietly, but 
yon cannot get more than a certain 
quantity of brat given off per 
square inch of top surface of the 
water In that quiet way. 
lf you force more than a cer­ 
tain quantity of heat to pass off 
per top square inch of the water, 
you find the water begins to break 
up internally, and you have hubbies 
formed below the surface; the sur­ 
face breaks up, the bubbles are 
thrown out, and you have a noisy 
phenomenon. I think you will find 
there is exactly the same kind o f 
difference between the silent ara and 
the hissing arc aa between quiet 
evaporation 
and noisy 
boiling. 
There is a sort of decrepitation, aa 
the solid particles are being torn 
asunder to make way for something 
ooming out, when the arc is hiss­ 
ing. ’’—Literary Digest

Lew ae Estray*. 
Few people, apparently, know any. 
thing at all concerning the law of 
••trays, and a little information on 
that subject may not be out of plaoe, 
rays tho Elk River Btar-News. 
The 
law provides that any parson taking 
ap sn astray shall, within aavra deja 
thereafter, notify the owner, if known 
to him, aod request such owner to pay 
•ll reasonable chargee sud take such 
estray away. lf th# owner be on- 
known, the finder shall, within ten 
days after taking np the same, file a 
notice thereof with the town elerk; 
and if the astray is of the veins of 
lam than five dollars, he shall also 
port up notices of taking ap snob an 
••tray in two or more poblie places in 
sock town; bot if the estray is of the 
value of more than firs dollars the 
town elerk shall transmit to the coun­ 
ty register a oopy of tho notice filed 
by the taker up ie tbs town clerk’s 
offioe, to be by the ooonty register 
filed in a book kept by him for that 
purpose. Such notice ahall contain a 
brief description of tho astray, and aa 
near as may ba, the time when it was 
taken ap, sod its value. When the 
estray ia of tho Tai ae of ten dollars or 
more, the finder, within one mouth 
after taking up the aune, shall pro- 
core an appraisement thereof by a 
justice of the peace of bis town, whieh 
appraisement shall be certified to and 
filed with the town clerk. If tho 
owner does not appear within a year 
and make out hia right to the prop­ 
erty, and if the estray shall not bare 
bun appraised at a greater value than 
tm dollars, the tinder shall have a 
perfect title to the same; but if the 
appraisal ahall have bun adjudged to 
ba more than ten dollars, such estray 
shall be sold et the request of the 
finder by any constable of tho town, 
at public auction, by first giving 
notice thereof io writing; and the 
finder may bid therefor at such sale; 
and after deducting all lawful charges 
of the finder, and the expenses of the 
•ala, the balance shall be deposited 
with the oounty treasurer, who shall 
issue his receipt therefor; such receipt 
to constitute a legal discharge of the 
finder of the utray from all liability 
therefor.

FIRST BLOOD FOR CASS COUNTY. 


Col. Williams, the Investigator, Has a 
Great Head on Him For 
Guessing. 


C ol. W. W. W illiam s, the man ap- 
pointed to ascertain the facts in re­ 
gard to the C ass Crow W ing county 
annexation, has rei>orted to the com ­ 
m ission, and, aa was expected, his re­ 
port is favorable to Cass county. T h e 
Col. was not en g a g ed for any great 
le n g lh o f I>me in looking the facts (?) 
up, but was gu id ed by statem ents and 
a good deal of guess-w ork, as hie re­ 
port will show, whicn is as follow*.: 
H e says in the report that his work 
was hindered ow in g to the absence of 
records show ing the boundaries of the 
election districts 
in 
»he interested 
territory in Cass county. 
H e finds, 
however, that two of the districts. 
G ull R iver and P illager, are w holly 
w ithin the territory in dispute. 
At 
the last general electiou, there were 
91 votes registered in G ull River, aud 
45 in P illager, but in G ull River only 
52 votes ware cast,. 
C ontinuing, the 
report says: 
“ Inasm uch as the d is­ 
trict is a sm all one, it is fair to pre­ 
sum e that nearly the total legal vote 
was 
cast. 
T his 
presum ption 
is 
strengthened by the 
fact that 
the 
census returns for that district show 
only 65 legal voters in said district 011 
the 1st of June, 1895. 
O ther evidence 
led me to the conclusion that the d is­ 
trict should uot be credited with more 
than 60 legal voters.” 
In the P illager district the registra­ 
tion show ed 45 voters, and 39 votes 
were cast on election day. 
Col. W il­ 
liam s assum es from these facts that 
there are 40 legal votes in the P illager 
district. 
H e attaches to the report an 
affidavit from J. S. Curo, one of the 
ju d g es of 
the last election, to the 
effect that of the total registration in 
the 
H ackinsack precinct, 
25 
were 
residents of tow nships in the disputed 
territory. 
A second affidavit is from 
G. 
A. Barclay, a ju d g e of election 
from the Barclay district, who says 
that of the votes cast in that, preciuct, 
20 resided in the disputed territory. 
Portions of the Backus and Ransom 
districts also lie w ithin this territory, 
but ow ing to the distance Col. W il­ 
liam s was uot able to ascertain the 
facts relating to them . 
‘ No poll lists were obtainable,” the 
report continues, “and it w ould have 
required not less than 40 days to have 
m ade a canvass of the territory 
in 
dispute in order to ascertain the num ­ 
ber of legal voters residing thereiu. 
E ven then the result w ould have been 
unsatisfactory for the reason that 
m any of the voters are away at work 
in distance lum ber cam ps. 
As a con­ 
clusion of fact, from the best evidence 
obtainable, I estim ate the num ber of 
legal voters residing in said disputed 
territory at the tim e of the last general 
election as follow s: 
“G ull River district, 69; P illa g er 
district, 49; 
Barclay district, 
10; 
Hackinsack district, 15; 
all the d is­ 
tricts, 15; total, 140. 
“U nder the law, therefore, it w ould 
require a petition sign ed by 77 legal 
voters ami residents of said territory 
m order to secure the annexation of 
the sam e to Crow W ing county.” 
Mr. W illiam s arrived in Brainerd 
on T hursday, aud on Friday of the 
follow in g week he left for St. Paul. 
D uring this tim e he was absent from 
Brainerd two or three days, m aking a 
tr ip u p the B. & N. M , looking over 
the new tow n site and stopp in g off at 
two or three stations, and the public 
can ju d g e 
how 
thorough ly he in­ 
v estigated the m atter in controversy, 
Mr. M owry, who has been closely con 
uected with the Cass couuty people, 
was with Mr. W illiam s, it is presum ed 
to see that the latter gentlem an fol 
low ed the straight aud narrow path 
laid out for him. 
It was also agreed 
j that the Crow W ing county people 
should know when Mr. W illiam s was 
to start out, in order that a gentlem an 
who had been en g a g ed m ight accom ­ 
pany the party, but this agreem ent 
was also ignored. 
W hat the D ispatch w ould like to 
know is this: 
If Mr. W illiam s did 
not g o over the territory affected and 
ascertain accurately the num ber of 
people, how can his report to the com ­ 
m ission have any w eight? 
B y his 
own figures only 10 more nam es w ere 
w anted to m ake the required num ber 
T h e fact of the m atter is, Mr. W il­ 
liam s does not know or have any idea 
how many of the voters in the precincts 
above cited actually live in the terri­ 
tory affected. 
If, as he tays, it was 
im possible for him to g e t at the facts 
w hy didn ’t h« tell the com m ission so 
aud let them g et a man w ho would 
not be afraid of g ettin g lost if he g ot 
out of sig h t of the railroad track to 
attend to the m atter. 
T h e end is 
not yet.

Havana, Jan. 4.—An engagement be­ 
tween the Spanish troops and insur­ 
gents has taken place at El Estante, 
south of Alfonso XIII., aud not far 
from the frontier of the province of 
Havana. 
The official 
announcement 
says that the troops captured the in­ 
surgent positions, but the loss to the 
enemy is not known. 
It is admitted 
that two Spanish officers aud four sol­ 
diers were killed and nineteen were 
wounded. 
The insurgents, following their usual 
tactics, did not accept a decisive en­ 
gagement, but after the skirmish pro­ 
ceeded 
westward, 
devastating 
the 
country as they marched onward. The 
authorities bere, In announcing this 
skirmish, added the siguificent state­ 
ment tbat the “troops were moved 
closer to the province of Havana,” 
which would seem to Indicate that the 
Spanish forces ure once more in re­ 
treat. 
Later in the day it was announced 
here that further lighting between the 
Spaniards ami tile Cubans is taking 
place 
in the vicinity of El 
Stante, 
which, with the announced movement 
Of the Spanish troops “closer to the 
frontier of Havana,’’ leads people here 
to believe that the insurgents have 
been 
I n l 'a r a u t t o f t h e S p n n l s h 
In that vicinity. 
The latter are com­ 
manded by Col. Galvis, who was also 
in command of the troops first en­ 
gaged in the vicinity of El Estante, 
which seems to be a confirmation of 
the 
supposition that the 
Spaniards 
were worsted and that the Cubans are 
making for the frontier of the province 
of Havana, in spite of all tile state­ 
ments to the contrary. 
In view of the fine work and rapid 
progress of the insurgent cavalry,Gen. 
Campos has ordered the Spanish offi­ 
cials In all the disturbed districts to 
seize all the horses they can lay I Heir 
hands on, in order to prevent them 
from falling Into the hands of the civ 
piny. 
But it is believed that the Cu­ 
bans are already as well mounted und 
supplied with horses as they need be, 
ami there are people who claim that 
this order might have been issued 
with better advantage some months 
sooner. 
The damage being done by the Cu­ 
bans Is terrible. They have burned the 
best part of the town of Jaguey and 
the cane fields of Perla, Rosario and 
Australia in that district, aud in the 
Naverrete district the plantations of 
Vinas, Mendez, Garay, Ecealant and 
llaza have been destroyed by the red 
torches of the Spaniard's enemies. 
In addition the Cuban forces have 
burned many houses in the Cardenas 
district of Hie province of Matanzas 
and have set fire to and destroyed 
many 
cane fields in the Union 
de 
Reyes, Buena Y'ista. Jaguey and the 
Grande Macurijes distric ts. 
I t a l Hint la T h r e a t e n e d . 
The news that the insurgents are 
still on tile borders of tin* province of 
Havana has increased the feeling of 
nervousness, which la s prevailed here 
from the time they entered tie* prov­ 
ince of Matanzas, aud no explanations 
wiheh the authorities can furnish ap­ 
pear able to dispel the popular impres­ 
sion that there is no real check of the 
insurgent adavnce, aud that all the 
effort of tile Spanish troops to drive 
them out of Matanzas have proved 
more than fruitless. 
As already cabled, every man who 
could be spared from the regular vol­ 
unteer forces has been sent to the 
front, but this does not seem to have 
changed the situation,and the military 
authorities continue working night 
and day in their efforts to place Ha­ 
vana iu the best possible position to 
resist a siege. 
But the sentiment of 
the population here, as already noted, 
is gradually undergoing a change in 
favor of the insurgents’ cause, and no­ 
body would be astonished to find that 
it has taken a more decided form than 
passive 
sympathy. 
The police 
are 
carefully watching the quarters in­ 
habited by people supposed to be in 
sympathy with the insurgents; but 
this has not prevented numbers of 
young men from escaping from tile 
city and making their way to the in­ 
surgent camps. 
in addition to the trouble threatened 
from the direction of the province o 
Matanzas, it is feared there will be 
more trouble from tile direction of tile 
province of Pinar del Rio, on the other 
side of Havana. Although all news on 
this subject is carefully guarded, it is 
known the insurgents in that part of 
the country are rapidly increasing in 
numbers aud daring,aod nol>ody would 
be astonished to hear that an insur­ 
gent force will adavnce upon Havana 
from Pinar del Rio as soon as the 
main body of Use insurgents, under 
Gomez and Mace, Is near enough to 
Havana to warrant such a movement. 


Cabanas Print Ipe, Alares, Santa 
Clara and Reina troops, with heavy 
artillery, and by 20,000 volunteers with 
40.0<)0 more loyal citizens in the city 
willing to take up arms.

W ith in Sight of H avana. 
New York, Jan. 8.—A Journal special 
from Havana says: 
The insurgent 
armies are within sight of Havana, 
and the firing of muskets and cannon 
is plainly heard in the Eastern suburb. 
Hundreds of field hands have also ar­ 
rived with their families and some of 
them say they could see the insurgents 
blow up a railroad bridge immediately 
after the train had crossed within a 
few miles from the city. All sorts of 
craft is being utilized by refugees 
from the suburbs and iu the city who 
have abandoned their homos, who offer 
their last peseta, so long as the owner 
is willing to keep them from shore. 
The steamers which have cleared to­ 
day are crowded to their utmost capa­ 
city with fleeing passengers. All the 
plantations In the vicinity of Havana 
have suspended grinding with the ex- 
eption of the Toledo cane fields. This 
nd the advance of the insurgents has 
mixed an alarming exodus of families 
to Mariano and the larger seaports. 


Havana, Jan. 6.—The authorities con 
fess the grave condition of affairs by 
proclaiming martial law for the prov­ 
inces of Havana and Pinar del Rio 
Maximo Gomez has declared Ids in­ 
tention to penetrate into the province 
of Pinar del Rio. Although his forces 
have not reached the borders of that 
province, the action of the authorities 
is 
understood to indicate that 
they 
have no hopes of preventing him from 
carrying out ids threat. 
It is not by any means to be consld 
ered that the apparent lack of hope of 
cheeking the new advance shown by 
the authorities has led to the cessation 
pf efforts to prevent the ad\ alice. The 
Spanish forces swarm on all sides of 
(the advancing Insurgents. From time 
to time there are massed at a salient 
point, with the hope of bringing about 
a pitched battle, which the Spanish 
military leaders feel certain would r< 
suit Iii cutting the insurgents into 
pieces. 
But the unrivaled skill and 
C 
generalship shown by Gomez and his 
ieutenants In avoiding such traps and 
in carrying his army past the most 
elaborately 
planned barriers of 
the 
spanish have served to greatly dis 
j-otirage the leaders on that side. Their 
elusive antagonist seems never to be 
xvititin their reach, and vet always In 
fileting the most serious damage upon 
their territory. 
T w en ty Mile* of H avana. 
It Is believed that a large band of 
the in su r g e n ts Is still trying to force 
its way into Havana by way of the 
mountains on the border in rile south 
em part of the province of Havana 
going thence south of Sau Niceles. A 
small force of Insurgents, according to 
Sfficial reports, has already appeared 
in the district of San Niceles, which 
adjoins Guinea on the east. 
Advancing; l e o n Hnvanu. 
Later-—The Insurgents are apparently 
making a swift advance directly upon 
Havana. The advance guard of their 
cavalry, under Gen.Lacret, was, at the 
latest accounts, at Tapaste, which is 
18 miles from 'Guanabaeda, the latter 
being but a suburb of Havana, five 
miles from the city, where a bathin.. 
beach frequented by the citizens of 
Havana is located. 
Word was received from La Catell- 
na. between Gnines and Bainoa, and 
about .a dozen miles from Tapaste. re­ 
porting that there are indications of a 
rapid advance movement in considera­ 
ble force on the part of the wing of 
the insurgent army under Bandera. 
Nothing definite is known as to the 
strength 
in numbers of 
Bandera’s 
commaud.but the news of the near ap­ 
proach of the insurgents has caused 
ttlie utmost anxiety on the part of the 
authorities, and every preparation is 
hastily being made to have the city’s 
defense in readiness to repel an at­ 
tack or to prevent damage being done 
within the city, even if the projected 
movement should prove to be nothing 
but a dashing cavalry raid.

Baltimore, Jan. 7.—The berretta was 
conferred upon Cardinal Satolli yester­ 
day In the cathedral in the presence of 
representatives of Pope Leo nnd Cath­ 
olic dignitaries from all part of the 
country. 
The initial step in the ceremonies of 
the day took place in the palace of the 
cardinal, shortly after 9 o’clock in the 
morning, when Mgr. Sbarretti present­ 
ed his credentials to Cardinal Gibbons. 
The credentials, which came from the 
holy see, authorizes Mgr. Sbarretti to 
act as the ablegate of the pope, depu­ 
tize Cardinal Gibbons to confer the 
berretta, and announce to Mgr. Satolli 
his elevation to the cardinalate. They 
were also accompanied by the berret­ 
ta, which Lorn that moment was In 
the custody of Cardinal Gibbons. 
Cardinal* Gibbons, In 
receiving the 
documents und the berretta,responded 
briefly, expressing his high apprecia­ 
tion of the honor conferred upon him, 
and congratulating Mgr. Sbarretti up­ 
on the manner iii which he had per­ 
formed his duties in this country. 
While this scene was in progress 
within the palace, the procession was 
forming In front of Calvert hall, a 
block away. At lo o’clock It was ready 
to start. 
First came the processional 
cross bearer with the crucifix raised 
high iu the air, and flanked on either 
side by a boy in cassock und surplice 
Following him were a long line of stu 
dents form the various Catholic col­ 
lege, 
after which came seminarians 
from St. Mary’s, then priests, then tlie 
Francescan monks in their garb of 
brown. 
Following these came 
the 
members of the faculty of the Catholic 
university In Washington, In long 
robes of black.Ii lied with many colored 
silks, their heads adorned with the 
shovelboard hat of tile scholar. 
After 
these came half a hundred bishops 
and a score or more.of archbishops,the 
purple and gold of 
T heir Rich Y«atm«*nta 
glistening in tim cold, clear air, their 
Immense trains being beld up by boys, 
also in rich and brilliant vestments. In 
this formation they marched through 
the cathedral to Charles street, ami 
passed 
the palace of the 
cardinal, 
where they were joined by ills emi­ 
nence, who took his place last in the 
line. 
Upon his head he wore tile red 
berretta, an exact duplicate of the one 
w hich lie was soon to confer upon the 
man who will, for some time at least, 
share his honors in this country. Upon 
his shoulders hung tile beautiful cloak 
of cardinal silk and ermine, with half 
a dozen train bearers, clad Iii cardinal 
velvet aud gilt braid, following In ins 
wake. In this order they swept along 
up Mulberry street to the cathedral 
again, where they filed into the vener­ 
able old pile through the main en­ 
trance-way. 
Mgr. Satolli was not In 
the procession, but as the head of it 
reached the altar, he, accompanied by 
Mgr. 
Sbarretti, Marquis Sacra pan ti, 
the member of the noble guard who 
brought tim cardinalate Insignia here. 
and the priests who had been depu­ 
tized to assist bim In the coining cere­ 
mony, entered the cathedral from a 
rear door leading fro mtlie palace, and 
advanced to the front of the altar. I he 
students and seminarians followed to 
the rigid and to tin* left as they passed 
In front of the high altar, finding seats 
on either side. The others in the pro­ 
cession advanced within the sanctu­ 
ary and took the places reserved tor 
them. 
As the procession wended its 
way down the center aisle, the organ, 
a full orchestra, aud a chorus of fifty 
voices, rendered 
A Trium phal March. 
When Cardinal Gibbons reached the 
altar he bowed low to Mgr. Satolli, 
who returned the salutation, and each, 
accompanied by His assistant priest 
and 
deacons of honor, sought 
the 
throne upon which he was to rest dur­ 
ing the greater part of the ceremony. 
That of Cardinal Gibbons was on the 
Gospel, or left side of the altar; that 
of Satolli upon the Epistle, or right 
side. 
When the two persons most promi­ 
nent in the ceremonies of the day had 
taken their places, Marquis Sacripantl, 
clad In the scarlet, gold and white uni­ 
form of the noble guard, wearing high 
top boots, and sword and helmet on, 
advanced from his post near the cen­ 
ter of the altar and deposited the car­ 
dinalitial documents and the berretta.

As soon as all the principal actors in 
the spectacle had assumed their posi­ 
tions, Dr. Rocker, of the University at 
Washington, advanced, and. in Latin, 
read the documents to Satolli and Gib­ 
bons from the pope. 
The reading of 
the papal briefs having been finished, 
Mgr. Sbarretti advanced to a point in 
front of Cardinal Gibbons* throne aud 
delivered an address in Latin. 
Cardinal Gibbon* Speak*. 
When 
Mgr. Sbarretti had 
finished 
speaking. Cardinal Gibbons responded 
briefly in I-atiu, aud then spoke in En­ 
glish. 
The vast audience became all at­ 
tention as it neared the most interest­ 
ing point in the ceremony, that of act­ 
ually conferring the berretta. Cardinal 
Gibbons descended from his throne 
and advanced to the front of the altar. 
Behind him came his attendants. Fa­ 
ther Magi’ion bearing the berretta. As 
Cardinal 
Gibbous reached the altar 
and turned to face the audience, Satol­ 
li arose, and, escorted by Sacripantl 
and Chamberlains Kelly and Bristead, 
walked with brisk step toward Car­ 
dinal Gibbons. 
Upon reaching the il­ 
lustrious prelate. In* knelt and bowed 
his head. 
Cardinal Gibbons took the 
berretta 
from the silver salver 
on 
which it rested, and. slowly unfolding 
It, held it high up so that the audience 
could see it. Then stooping, and with 
what seemed to lie a softly murmured 
prayer, he placed it upon the head of 
the new 
cardinal. 
Cardinal Satolli 
rose, and, for the first time in its his­ 
tory, there were tw'O cardinals upon 
American soil. 
Advancing to the front of the altar, 
Cardinal Satolli then delivered an ad­ 
dress. 
Upon finishing his address, Hie new­ 
ly made cardinal, who, up to tills time, 
had worn the robes of an archbishop, 
retired to the inner sanctuary, and in 
u few minutes returned clad In the 
igorgeous apparel of a cardinal. 
He 
was seen In these but a few- moments, 
however, as he was almost immediate­ 
ly robed in the white and gold vest­ 
ments of the mass, which he was to 
Celebrate. 
Sermon of Mar. Kula. 
Assisted by his priests and deacons, 
he proceeded with this amid the very 
breathless attention of the vast audi­ 
ence. 
When the gospel was reached, 
a moveable pulpit was pushed to the 
center of the auditorium, and Arch­ 
bishop Kain of St. Ixmis, ascending it, 
delivered the sermon. 
At the close of the mass, Cardinal 
Gibbons rose and said that he had the 
interesting announcement to 
make 
that the polio had cabled his congratu­ 
lations aud that he had authorized the 
spicaker 
to pronounce tho 
apostolic 
benediction upon all those present. 
At his request. Dr. Hooker read the 
cablegram, which 
Cardinal Gibbons 
said he wished particularly to say was 
spontaneous aud not evoked by any 
suggestion from this side of the At­ 
lantic.

Said one of the cashiers of this city 
yesterday iu speaking of the alleged 
duty on the part of the banks to in­ 
vest in Hie new bonds: 
“I fail entirely to see when* duty en­ 
ters Into the case. If the bond issue is 
made on a gold basis at 3 per cent the 
go v e rn m en t can pilace from $2,500,000 
to $3,000,000 worth right here in St. 
Paul. Our bank alone will take $500.- 
00© on that consideration. Why? Be­ 
cause it will be a safe and profitable 
investment for our money. 
I tell you 
all talk of patriotism in this matter is 
bosh. 
The banks are buying bonds, 
not because they want to make a show 
of patriotism: htat is not business; but 
because they desire safe and profitable 
investments.” 


MINNESOTA S BOUNDARY.

E L E C T R I C I T Y F O R T H E SOIL. 


I m p o r t a n t E x p e r i m e n t * G oin g; F o r ­ 
w a r d l a A m e r i c a n F a r m i n g 
The agricultural experim ent stations 
iu this country are now testing sev­ 
eral different system s of electrocul­ 
ture. 
T ests are also being made with 
are lights to light up fields a t m id­ 
night. 
At th e governm ent experim ent 
station at A m herst two plots of the 
grounds are used by which to com­ 
pare the plants grown naturally with 
those treated by electricity. 
One of 
the gardens is in a natural state and 
the other is surrounded with a tim ber 
frame, upon which a re m ounted porce­ 
lain insulators. From each insulator is 
stretched a copper wire, which runs 
over the earth a t a depth of al>out 2 
Inches. 
The wire is continuous all 
around the garden, and leads into an 
adjacent building, containing the dy­ 
namo. 
W hen the dynam o is w orking 
a current of electricity is kept Hood­ 
ing through the soil by m eans of the 
wires ram ifying iu all directions un­ 
der the surface. 
T he electric garden has been found 
to bear more heavily than tin* natural 
one, while all the seeds sprouted and 
plants blossomed earlier. Some plants 
cam e to m aturity earlier than others, 
but all w ere stim ulated more or less 
by tin* electric current. 
Electrical m a­ 
chines are too expensive, however, for 
a farm er. 
Moreover, the attendance 
of an export electrician is required to 
keep tin* dynam o in running order. 
T he new invention recently made In 
F rance is much cheaper and ap p a ren t­ 
ly very effective. 
It is called the geo­ 
magnet ifere, and m akes use of the 
electricity alw ays present in the a t­ 
mosphere. 
It consists of an ordinary 
pole, some forty or fifty feet in height, 
surm ounted by a chevaux de frise of 
copper spikes, which act as a collector 
of the electricity in the air. 
The col­ 
lector is insulated from the pole by a 
porcelain knob, and connects with a 
copper wire (also insulated from the 
pole), 
which transm its the 
current 
to a netw ork of wires laid under the 
soil at n depth of about <5 feet. 
These 
wires are m ade of galvanized iron, 
and their cost is insignificant. 
By the 
use of this ap p aratu s the production 
of a plot of ground has been increased 
50 per cent. 
The grapes from vineyards in which 
the geom aguetifere is used are richer 
in sugar and alcohol th a n ordinary 
grapes. 
W hen stim ulated in this w ay 
flowers have a stronger perfume, be­ 
sides coming to m aturity in a shorter 
time. 
The action of ap p aratu s using 
atm ospheric electricity is not so pow­ 
erful as th a t from a dynamo, but the 
effect on the vegetation appears to be 
more even. 
E xperim ents with b at­ 
teries were not so successful, owing 
to the difference in the resistance of 
the soil in various places. 
W hen seeds are treated with the 
powerful current of a Ruhm korff coil 
the yield is fa r greater th an oriliuari- 
lv. 
Peas, beans and corn grow with 
astonishing sw iftness, and even date 
stones have been m ade to germinate, 
a most unusual thing to hapi>en in a 
rows of plants in an electric garden is 
cold climate. 
The development of the 
very even in character, except when 
batteries are used. 
In this ease the 
crop varies In character, according as 
one particular section receives more or 
less of the electric current. 
At 1 he Ithaca (N. A'.) experim ental 
station plants have been subjected to 
the 
action of the electric light

night. 
By this m eans the grow th of 
the plant proceeds both by day and 
pight. 
Artificial 
light produces 
the 
sam e effect on plants as docs sunlight, 
only in lesser degree. 
An amber- 
colored globe is placed over the light, 
because the orange rays are more val­ 
uable to vegetation th an tin* others. 
Plants in a greenhouse illuminated by 
sunlight during the day and by an arc 
light at night, w ere found to m ature 
much earlier th an in a greenhouse 
lighted only by the sun. 
The nearer 
the plants are to the light the faster 
their growth. 
It w as noticed that the are light had 
a curious attraction for some plants. 
These would bi* found each morning 
to lean tow ard it a t an angle of forty- 
five degrees. 
D uring the day they 
would straighten up. but at night they 
would again bend tow ard the light. 
T he 
continued light of day 
and 
night causes the color of flowers to 
liecome deeper and richer. 
I11 a few 
days, however, they lost their intensi­ 
ty of color, a t the sam e tim e blossom­ 
ing more profusely. 
I 11 the ease of 
violets it w as found th at the continu­ 
ous light m ade them bloom in three 
weeks, while those only receiving sun­ 
light did not b ear a bud for five 
weeks.

dation for the ice to lie upon of old 
slabs. timl)ers, or anything that came 
hand}', and covered this with bog hay. 
A fter the stack was com pleted,we put 
one load of saw dust on top and cov­ 
ered the sides at our leisure, and it 
was some three or four weeks before 
it w as inch sod out of sight. Tin* sides 
w ere covered by setting up some old 
timbers, bracing them to keep them in 
place, and putting Ixiards 011 the in­ 
side so as to leave a space of lo or 12 
inches, which we filled with sawdust, 
packed down hard. 
W hen this w as 
done we put another load of sawdust 
on top. In the first part of May we put 
a roof made of lxiards over it. leaving 
a 
space over the entire pile 
high 
enough to work under In getting out 
the ice. 
Did it keep? 
Well, we com­ 
menced using the ice April 20, and 
have been using enough dailv to run 
a four-can cream er aud 
what 
was 
w anted in the house, and have enough 
left to last Into Deeen her. 
I11 making 
a stack of ice. keep th e center a little 
the lowest, which causes tlie cake to 
settle tow ard the middle,and prevents 
It from falling over. 
But the cakes as 
near together as jxissible. but don’t fill 
up the spaces between with anything. 
1 have tried both ways, and this is the 
best, and saves labor in putting in and 
taking

Electric cookery is in its infancy. 
Yet te tim e is nearly approaching 
w hen the kitchens of all well m an­ 
aged households will be run by the 
m ysterious fluid. 
Electricity will take 
the place of fuel in the range, the de­ 
partm ent of the cuisine will lie lighted 
by the sam e agency .and it is entirely 
conceivable that a small electric mo­ 
tor will be made to serve for such pur­ 
poses as beating eggs and mixing 
griddlc-cakes. 
A lready electric cook stoves in a 
num ber of p atterns are on tin* m arket. 
You can even buy an electric chafing 
dish, which may he attached, at a 
m om ent’s notice, to an ordinary elec­ 
tric light wire in any house. These 
dialing dishes are m ade in one-quart 
and two-quart sizes, nickel plated. All 
you have to do it to m ake the attac h ­ 
ment by a plug switch, turn on tin* 
current, and alm ost Immediately your 
oysters are hegiuuing to stew or your 
eggs to frizzle. 
Before long householders will take 
electricity regularly for domestic pur­ 
poses, just as they now take gas. 
But 
the ibore subtle fluid will be made to 
serve for cooking and ln*ating. as well 
as for lighting. The convenience of 
the housewife of being able to rely 
upon one system of wires for fuel for 
cooking and for w arm ing and illum­ 
inating the dwelling will be enormous. 
She will find it particularly delightful 
to be rid of a hot kitchen in the sum ­ 
mer time. 
In the electrically conducted kitchen 
of the near future there will be no 
coal, no ashes and no smoke. The 
range will bo ready for cooking at a 
m om ent's 
notice, and 
no patience 
washed in the laborious kindling of a 
flame. The turn of a sv, itch will start 
tin* current, which may be shut off 
again when lib longer wanted.

C r o w E g y p t i a n C o t t o n . 
United States Consul General Pen- 
field, a t Cairo, Egypt, has made a re­ 
port to the state departm ent, at W ash ­ 
ington. which will, from its impor­ 
tance, be m ade the subject of a spe­ 
cial publication calling attention to 
the rapid grow th of E gypt as a com­ 
petitor with the United States for the 
cotton m arkets of the world. 
Some tim e ago Mr. Pcnfield made 
a sim ilar report. 
It having failed to 
secure the attention which he thinks 
the subject dem ands, he once more 
urges 
the cotton producers in 
this 
country to meet this competition. 
At present Egyptian cotton is sold 
at Alexandria for two cents a pound 
more than the price of American cot­ 
ton, and owing to the superiority of 
tlie E gptian product, it is being pur­ 
chased in quantities for export to the 
United States, and its sale has in­ 
creased very rapidly during the last 
few years. 
Mr. Pentield urges .h at efforts be 
m ade by planters to grow the Egyp­ 
tian long staple cotton in this coun­ 
try, holding th at there m ust certainly 
be some portion adapted to its growth, 
and suggests the Mississippi valley or 
the Brazos river section in Texas.

W ithin the last few m ouths there 
has come to tin* notice of Maj. Quinn, 
in charge of the lighthouse district, a 
| condition which, in the course of 200 
t years, if continued, would result iu the 
complete wiping out of the city of New 
Orleans. This scientific fact is simply 
th a t the bottom of the gulf is slowly 
sinking and the level of th e gulf is 
rising higher each year. 
The tide 
gauges aud observations show that 
within twelve years tlie level of the 
gulf has risen one f*x)t. 
W hen the 
E ad s jetties were built It was decided 
to establish a tide gauge and a level 
and to keep a daily record of the tides. 
During the m onth of July, 1894, and 
last July. Maj. Quinn suspected that 
the delta was gradually subsiding, and 
during these two months tide gauges 
were plaeed In deep water. From the 
continuous record kept on these ob­ 
servations he w as able to m ake com­ 
parisons. and thus discovered that 
since 1875, w hen tlie levels were made, 
the delta had subsided exactly one 
foot. These gauges and tide levels 
were plaivd in position in 1875 and 
verified in 1*77. 
Between that date 
and 181 x• the level w ent down one foot; 
but within the last five years the tides 
have been stationary or nearly so. The 
sinking of the bottom or rising of tlie 
gulf has been a gradual affair, aud is 
spasmodic, as it were. Some years 
there would lx* no change, aud. again, 
there was a very great change. The 
effect of this decline will lx* to pro­ 
long the deep w ater channel aud drive 
the bar farth er out to sea. T he city of 
New Orleans is alxuit sixti*un feet 
above the level of tin* gulf, and should 
the gradual sinking of tin* land con­ 
tinue at its established rate of spi*ed 
it would take about 200 years to com­ 
pletely wipe off the m ap th a t land 
which now supports the city.—-New 
O rleans Picayune,

It costs a 
m axim um price of only 90 cents a ton 
to harvest alfalfa aud put it iu the 
stack w hen m odern haying m achinery 
is employed, and this reduces tin* ex­ 
pense of production to the minimum. 
The seed of tlie alfalfa plant is a spe­ 
cial branch of farm ing in this stale, 
and the annual yield of seed is esti­ 
mated a t 150 car loads. Tlie A rkansas 
valley ships 90 car loads when there 
is a good year. 
Some of this seed is 
exported to Europe, and the m arket is 
never overstocked.

poiuts of advantage, aud the crop will 
alw ays lx* a leading one.

in stable m anure is som ething of an 
uncertain factor. W agner, tlie careful

i'liis explains the advisabil­ 
ity of absorbents in stables to keep 
w hat nitrogen there is in the manure, 
and also the wisdom of adding a m ­ 
monia in the form of commercial fer­ 
tilizers o r by plowing under alfalfa, 
clover, etc.—-Orange Judd Farm er.

MAKINO CARBON BOIL.

The electric arc light, with its in­ 
tense, steady brilliancy, is now so 
fam iliar an object th*t few stop to 
think how wonderful a thing it 
really Is. 
Here is light enough to 
illumine many square yards nearly 
as well as daylight does, proceeding 
from the points of two little carbon 
rods as large as one’s finger. 
W hat 
is tho state of the carbon in that 
small spot? Professor 8. P. Thomp 
son, in a reoent Cantor lecture be­ 
fore the Society of Arts in London, 
tells us that it has actually melted 
there, something th at was until re­ 
cently thought impossible. 
More­ 
over, he says th at when the light 
hisses, the liquid carbon is really 
boiling. 
The facts that lead him to 
these conclusions are quoted below 
from the report of his lecture th at 
appears in Industries and Iro n : 
"Captain Abney had found the 
white surface of the luminous crater 
to be always of an equal degree of 
whiteness, which obviously means 
th at it is always of an equal degree 
of tem perature. The only thing th at 
oould account for there being a fixed 
tem perature for the crater surface 
was the faot th at carbon is at the 
surface in a state of volatilization; 
th at the oar bon 
is evaporating off 
from the positive carbon into the 
arc or flame. 
At th at surface you 
necessarily m ust have the tem pera­ 
ture at whioh oarbon evaporates, 
just as you cannot have the surfaoe 
of ice under ordinary conditions 
either hotter or colder than the tem ­ 
perature whioh is taken as zero of 
the Centigrade scale. 
My present 
view of the physical state of the aro 
crater is th at the solid carbon below 
is covered with a layer or film of 
liquid carbon, just boiling or evap­ 
orating off. 
“ When hissing takes plaoe, a new 
state of things is set up. 
If you 
watch a short, hissing arc, you will 
see a column of light concentrating 
itself on a narrow spot, and the spot 
keeps moving about and is very un­ 
stable in position as well as in the 
am ount of light it gives out. 
The 
contracted spot from whioh light 
seems to start pits deepor into the 
carbon. 
Mrs. Ayrton made the ob­ 
servation th at the crater surface, 
after the aro has been hissing, is 
found to be literally honeycombed. 
When the aro is hissing, you can see 
little bits erupted out, and the hiss­ 
ing seems to be comparable to the 
hissing which takes plaoe in water 
just when it is beginning to boil. If 
you have some w ater being heated 
in such a way that there is not more 
than a oertain quantity of heat giv­ 
en off from the surface, you have 
the w ater evaporating quietly, but 
you cannot get more than a certain 
quantity of heat given 
off per 
square inoh of top surfaoe of the 
water in th at quiet way. 
If you foroe more than a cer­ 
tain quantity of heat to pass off 
per top square inoh of tho water, 
you find the water begins to break 
up internally, and you have hubbies 
formed below the surface; the sur­ 
face breaks up, the bubbles aro 
thrown out, and you have a noisy 
phenomenon. 
I think you will find 
there is exactly the same kind of 
difference between the silent aro and 
the hissing aro as between quiet 
evaporation 
and 
noisy 
boiling. 
There is a sort of decrepitation, as 
the solid particles are being torn 
asunder to make way for something 
ooming out, when the aro is hiss­ 
ing.’’—Literary Digest

Law on Estray!. 
Few people, apparently, know any 
thing at all concerning the law of 
estrays, aud a little information ou 
that subject may not be out of place, 
•ays the Elk River St ar-New*. 
The 
law provides that any person taking 
up an estray shall, within seven days 
thereafter, notify the owner, if known 
to hun, and request such owner to pay 
all reasonable charges and take such 
estray away. 
If the owner be un­ 
known, the tinder shall, within teu 
days after taking np the same, tile a 
notice thereof with the towu clerk; 
and if the estray is of the value of 
less than five dollars, he shall also 
poet up notices of taking up such an 
estray in two or more publio places in 
such town; but if the estray is of the 
value of more tbau five dollars the 
town clerk shall transmit to the coun­ 
ty register a copy of the notice tiled 
by the taker up ia Hie town clerk’s 
offioe, to be by the county register 
filed in a book kept by him for that 
purpose. 
Such notice shall contain a 
brief description of the estray, and as 
near as may be, the tune when it was 
taken up, and its value. 
Wheu the 
estray ie of the value of teu dollars or 
more, the tinder, within one mouth 
after taking up the same, shall pro­ 
cure an appraisement thereof by a 
justice of the peace of hts town, which 
appraisement shall be certified to and 
tiled with the town clerk, 
lf the 
owner does not npiiear within a year 
and make out his right to the prop­ 
erty, and if the estray shall not have 
been appraised at a greater value thau 
ten dollars, the tinder shall have a 
perfect, title to the same; but if the 
appraisal shall have been adjudged to 
be more than ten dollars, such estray 
shall be sold at the request of the 
finder by any constable of the town, 
at public auction, by first giving 
notice thereof iu writing; and the 
finder may bid therefor at such sale; 
and after deducting all lawful charges 
of the finder, and the expenses of the 
sale, the balance shall be deposited 
with the county treasurer, who shall 
issue his receipt therefor; such receipt 
to constitute a legal discharge of the 
finder of the estray from all liability 
therefor.
